DEATH IS CAUSED BY A HAIR WASH. 


Mrs. Frances Samuelson Fearfully 
Burned by Igniting of Petroleum 
Wagh Used by Hairdresser.

London, July 21.—The use of kerosene as 
a stimulant for the hair is becoming com- 
mon in Europe, and already several persons 
have either lost their lives or been fright- 
fully disfigured by not exercising proper care 
in the use of the preparation. 

The latest victim is Mrs. Samuelson, daugh- 
ter-in-law of Sir Bernard Samuelson, a well- 
known engineer, who was burned to death 
in a hairdresser’s shop in Conduit street. 
A Coroner's inquest in the case was held 
today. A man named Kopf, an operator in 
the shop, testified that after he had used 
the ofl on the head of Mrs. Samuelson he 
was twisting her hair to dry it. Suddenly 
there was a flash and Mrs. Samuelson was 
wrapped in flame. He declared that the 
fire must have been of spontaneous origin, 
as there was no gas or other flame in the 
room. The weather was very hot and the 
sun was shining into the room through a 
skylight. 

The inquest was adjourned.

Besides telling of his intentions of return- 
ing to Chicago Alderman Mangler had this 
to say: 

“There was no truth whatever in the 
statement that I had been offered a bribe. 
1 did say something of the kind. But it was 
all ‘josh.’ One evening while Mayor Har- 
rison was in my restaurant I remarked to 
him in a joking way: ‘ Here I am offered 
$10,000 for my vote. I take it and am a gen- 
tleman. If I am offered only $2,000 and take 
it I am a boodler.’ The place was full of 
people, including a g®od many newspaper 
men, who undoubtedly overheard my re- 
mark. The next morning that story came 
out. If they had only interviewed me before 
they printed it I would have told them an 
entirely different story. 

Never Was Offered a Bribe.” 

„No, I never was offered a bribe of any 
amount by anybody. I voted to turn down 
that ordinance to please the Mayor. How- 
ever, I have thought over the matter and 
believe my vote had a tendency to help keep 
a monopoly in. If I had the thing to do over 
again I would probably vote on the other 
side of the question. I,don’t think it would 


do any harm to let those people put wires 


overhead. 

„I never had notes to destroy. All I had 
was three marked copies of the Council pro- 
ceedings, which anybody could get. These 
I lost. I had not the slightest idea that 
any one would believe the nonsense I told 
of an attempt being made to bribe me. I 
never left Chicago to evade legal proceed- 
ings. I had for some time planned to come 
to St. Paul and bring my boys with me to 
see my brother and have a vacation.“ 


Mangler and Facts at Variance. 


Alderman Mangler cannot demonstrate 
thac the story he told arose from a remark 
made to Mayor Harrison in a joking way 
while the latter was in his restaurant “ one 
evening.“ Mayor Harrison does not go to 
Mangler’s restaurant in the evening. When 
he does go there the Mayor is in a private 
room, with no one to overhear him or those 
addressing him. 

The story was not told in Mangler’s res- 
taurant. Mangler told it in the Council 
chamber during or after a Council meeting. 
He did not deny it the day it was printed. 
Interviews declaring the correctness of the 
story, published in the morning, appeared 
in the evening papers of the same day. 
Toa reporter for THe TRIBUNE he not only 
admitted, but declared that the story of at- 
tempted bribery was true. He admitted its 
truth to other reporters. | 

Said He Was Ready to Testify.

Boy Finds the Body. 


The discovery was made by William 


Berthuis, a 10-year-old peddler of brushes, 


whose home is at 315 Cortland avenue. He 
had been passing the corner daily for some 
time, and of late had his attention drawn 
by a sickening odor. 

Last night he decided to investigate, and 
bending down, peered under the sidewalk. 
The first thing he saw was a shoe. It was 
partly covered with barbed wire, and, fol- 
lowing its outlines, he was horrified to see 
the leg of a man. 

An instant later, when he saw the disfig- 
ured features of a dead body, he yelled with 
fright, and was about to run away, when he

Hearing the boy's shriek, he ran across the 
street. 

The lad, who was frightened almost into 
a fit, was barely able to tell the mail col- 
lector what he had seen. He could only 
point under the sidewalk, and shudders 
crept up and down his little frame. 

The postal employés surprise was almost 
as great as that of the brush peddler, but 
he lost not time in notifying the Warren 
avenue police, with the result that the 
patrol wagon was shortly on the scene. 

The first thing the police did was to tear 
away that portion of the wooden sidewalk 
above the body. Owing to the darkness 
they had to work with lanterns. 


Tangled in Barb Wire. 

They had much difficulty in removing the 
wire, and Patrolmen Fallon and Horen sus- 
tained severe laceration of the hands while 
thus engaged, necessitating the attention of 
surgeons at the County Hospital after they 
had deposited the body in the morgue. 

The body when placed in the patrol wagon 
was found to be dressed in an ordinary 
brown suit. A search of the pockets failed 
to reveal a single scrap of anything bearing 
directly on an identification. 

A laundry slip bearing the name of H. 
Cohn, confectioner, 206 North Western ave- 
nue, was all that was found in the pockets.

THREATENS POLICE WITH DYNAMITE. | 


W. Wescott Arrested in iue Island, 
Where, It Is Thought, Raid on the 17 
Town Was Planned. 


Three sticks of dynamite are packed away 
in cotton at the Blue Island Police Station, 
and William Wescott, who threatened two 
policemen with them in that suburb early 
yesterday morning, is locked up at Chicago 
police headquarters. 

It is believed a wholesale raid on Blue 
Island had been planned. The watch dog 
in the branch office of the Pabst Brewing 
company had been poisoned and an attempt 
had been made to break into a grocery in 
Frederick street. 

Eafly yesterday morning Policeman Mat- 
tig and his partner noticed two men skulk- 
ing near the Rock Island depot in Blue 
Island. Upon being accosted the men ran 
and the policemen gave chase, during which 
several shot were fired. One of the fugitives 
finally stopped, and, facing the policemen, 
held up three long objects. 

“I'll drop these if you come any nearer,” 


Not knowing what the sticks were, the 
policernen kept on and soon reached the 
man, who proved to be Wescott. The 
sticks were taken away from him and he 
was led to the police station. 

Tou fellows are a fine lot,“ he said, as 
he was being locked up. “ Why, if I had 
dropped those dynamite sticks they would 
have blown the whole town up.“ 

This remark enlightened the police as to 
what the sticks were composed of. 

Last evening Chief Kipley identified Wes- 

cott as a conmpanion of Eli Rosencranz, the 
noted safeblower, who, it is said, operated 
extensively with a band in Chicago several 
years ago. 
Wescott’s companion is thought to be a 
Chicago man and detectives are scouring 
the city for him.

CROKER WILL RUN OR NAME THE MAN 


Mayor of Greater New York He 
May Name Coogan,

R. Hearst. I—-James J. Coogan, who is sald 
to be in Europe on behalf of Tammany Hall 
to obtain Richard Croker’s assent to a 
project for making him the nominee for 
Mayor, left London today with his wife and 
niece, Miss Purdy, for Wantage, to pay a 
short visit to Mr. Croker. On Thursday 
Coogan and family accompany Mr. Croker 
to Ostend, where the party will spend a few 
days, and then go on to Carlsbad. 

Mr. Croker has spent a great deal of time 
with Coogan during the week. The latter 
has been in London, and another Tammany 
sachem, H. D. Hotchkiss, has been in fre- 
quent conference with them. If it has been 
ascertained yet whether Croker will consent 
to run for Mayor of Greater New York 
neither Hotchkiss nor Coogan will admit it. 
Coogan said today: 

Mr. Croker will certainly get the nom- 
ination for Mayor. Whether he will accept 
it or not nobody knows.“ 

It is said that if Mr. Croker declines to 
run himself he will be allowed to name the 
candidate, and that his choice will be Coog- 
an.

RIOTOUS INMATES OF A GIRLS’ HOME. 


They Rebel Against the Authorities 
and Severely Club Twe 
Watchmen, 


Chillicothe, Mo., July 21.—Thirteen giris 
in the State Industrial Home for Giris de- 
fied the authorities of the institution today 
and a riot ensued. 

When the girls were ordered to march 
from Marmaduke Cottage to the schoolroom | 
they revolted, under the leadership of an 
incorrigible named Frye from St. Joseph, 
who asserted that it was too hot to study. 

Arming themselves with chairs, the girls 
defied the women officials, and when Watch- 
man Robinson and Gardener Smith were 
called in a general fight with chairs ensued. 
The men and several of the girls were pain 
fully bruised. In the meantime the local 
police had been telephoned for, and the op- 
pearance—of the bluecoats put the girls to 
flight. Several jumped from windows in 
their efforts to escape, but all were captured 
and locked up in the dark celis of the in- 
stitution. 

The real cause of the trouble is said to 
have been whisky, which is supposed to have 
been smuggled in by some boys working in 
the building.

Outline of His Career. 

The sculptor—Augustus St. Gaudens—may 
owe some of his talent to his parentage, and 
: the fact that in his veins is the blood of two 
traces in which artistic instincts are stronger 
than the more practical Anglo-Saxon or 
Teutons, who contribute most to the popula- 
tion of this country. His father was a 
French cameo cutter, born near the Town of 
St. Gaudens, in the Pyrenees, and his moth- 
er was a native of ‘Dublin, and her maiden 
name was McGuinness. Her birthplace was 

also the birthplace of her son. 

St. Gaudens was born March 1, 1848, and 
was the third child of his parents. When he 
Was but 6 months old the family came to 
America, where, after spending a short 
time in Boston, it finally settled in New 
York. At the age of 13 the future sculptor 
Was apprenticed to the trade of his father 
under the tuition of a Savoyard named Avet 
for three years. When 17 years old he quar- 
reled with his master and was discharged, 
and later went to work (or a shell cameo

FOR AN IMPOSING MARINE DISPLAY 


Vessels Anchored Opposite the Logan 
Monument Today Will Break 
the Record of Like Events. 


John A. Logan got his first taste of war 
et the first battle of Bull Run, July, 1861. 
Hie was then a Representative in Congress 
from an Egypt district. Three days be- 
fore the battle proper his silk hat and strik- 
ing personality attracted General Anson G. 
McCook’s attention. 

Logan's constituents were Southern par- 
tisans. The popular idol of a few months 
previous was spurned and execrated all 
over his district, and he was threatened 
with personal violence on his return to his 
home at Marion, Williamsoh County. 

He explained the consequences of treason 
and inspired his neighbors with enthusiasm 
for the flag they had been ready to trample 
upon. Within a few days the Thirty-first 
Illinois Volunteer Infantry was organizea, 
with Logan as Colonel. The organization of 
the Twenty-second, Twenty-seventh, and 
l'hirtieth followed quickly, and they were 
assigned, with Logan’s regiment, to Me- 
Clernand’s First Brigade, under Grant. 

Laurels at Fort Henry. 

Colonel Logan received favorable mention 
for his conduct at Belmont, Mo., but his 
first laurels were won at Fort Henry, which

Enters Art School in Paris. 

At the age of 19 St. Gaudens succeeded in 
Making his way to Paris, where he entered 
the Ecole des Beaux Arts as a pupil of 
Jouffray, where he worked until the out- 
break of the Franco-Prussian war, when he 
went to Rome. He spent three years in the 
Eternal City and counted among his asso- 
ciliates the painters Merson and Joseph Blanc 
and the sculptor Mercie, who were at that 
time studying in the French Academy in the 
Villa Medicis. 2 

It was here that St. Gaudens produced his 
first statue, a figure of Hiawatha, and later 
another, Silence, both of which were pur- 
chased by New York patrons. During a 
short stay in New York following his resi- 
dence in Rome he made a portrait of William 
M. Evarts, and 1878 found him again in Paris 
as a member of the international art jury of 
the Paris Exposition of that year. After 
these duties were terminated he modeled a 
bust of Governor Randall and his first great 
Success, his Farragut, which was exhibited

Pana, III., July 21.— [Special. The secre- 
tary of the miners’ association, H. C. New- 
comb, received a telegram last night from the 
Pana marching miners who were at Cof- 
feen to the effect that the Coffeen miners 
had threatened to return to work this morn- 
ing. The telegram called for 200 miners 
from .this place to join the crusaders, and 
prevent if possible the Coffeen miners from 
going to work.

Grubstakers are numerous in Chicago and 
they are all looking for an angel. A grub- 
staker is a man who wants somebody to 
stake him with grub. Grub is Klondyke for 
canned beans, dried beef, and coffee. An 
angel is the one who advances, loans, or in 
a manner puts money in the hands of the 
griibstaker. The grubstakers want to go. 
to the Klondyke. Unfortunately, it costs 
money to go to the Klondyke, and they hap- 
pen to be without it. So they are willing to 
be grubstaked. That is, if somebody else 
will advance the money the grubstaker will 
journey to the Northwest Territory and find 
a million dollar and a half gold niine. Then 
the angel will reap the reward of his childish 
trust, his implicit faith, and long hours of 
sleeplessnes, for by the rules of the mining 
law the angel receives one-half interest in 
everything the grubstaked one discovers. 

Grubstakers were thick in the railroad and 
steamship company offices and frequently 
kindly explained to old but prosperous look- 
ing citizens who called to inquire after the 
Klondyke that that region, while paved with 
gold and set with diamonds, was no place 
for anybody but a young and sturdy man. 
Therefore, the aged citizen had better ad- 
‘vance the money and let the young man ad- 
vance the work. 

Many parties are talking of organizing, to 

consist of ten Or more persons, each one to 
advance $100, The capital stock will all be 
invested in the grubstaker, who will hie: 
himself off to the Klondyke by the first 
boat. The great trouble is to decide which 
one shall go, as all are after the ob.

It is feared 
that there may be trouble at Coffeen, for 
the crusaders are determined to shut up 
every mine in southern Illinois, if such a 
thing is possible. 

Sheriff Courtright from Shelbyville passed 
through this city this evening en route to 
Oéonee, but he did not arrive at that place 
until the captured train had been abandoned 
by the strikers and the blockade removed.. 
So far everything is quiet at Pana and 
not a pound of coal is being raised. 

The Pana industries are all burning slack 
and wood, the supply of coal having run 
out in most instances. 

 Barlington Train Captured. 

Canton, III., July 21.—[{Special.]—A crowd 
of 100 miners from Farmington captured a 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy freight 
train at that place at noon with the inten- 
tion of forcing the conductor to carry them 
to Dunfermline, where there are 300 miners 
at work. Threats of force have been made 
by the Farmington and Peoria miners that 
they will make the Dunfermline miners 
come out whetherthey wish toor not. Sheriff 
Laws is at Dunfermline, and is prepared to 
swear in 100 deputies at a moment's notice 
to defend the miners and mine property. 

Advices from Peoria stated that 500 miners 
from that district were to join the Farming- 
ton crowd and march to Dunfermline to 
force out the miners at the Whitebreast 
Fuel company’s mines. These miners em- 
ployed refuse to strike, as they are getting 
good wages and all the work they can do, 

At 8 o'clock this afternoon Conductor 
Wilcoxen cut loose the engine from the 
train and went to Dunfermline after Sheriff 
Laws. Sheriff Laws, accompanied by State's 
Attorney Chiperfield, went to Farmington 
on the engine. Mr. Chiperfield addressed 
the miners, and after holding a committee 
meeting the miners ugreed to allow the train 
to proceed. 

There are six or seven agitators at Dun- 
termline now working upon the miners to 
join in the strike. 

Mayor T. J. Phillips of Ottumwa, Ia. who 
is General Superintendent of the White- 
breast Fuel company’s mines, is at Dun- 
fe ine, and he has advanced the wages of 
the miners from 57 cents to 60 cents a ton. 


Trouble Feared at Roanoke. 
Eureka, III., July 21.—[Special.]—The day

STRIKING TANNERS ADOPT FORCE. 


Will Not Permit Others to Take Their 
Places at Columbus, Ind., and 
Laugh at an Injunction. 


Columbus, Ind., July 21.—[Special.J—A 
most serious condition has developed iu the 
strike at the tannery owned by W W. 
Mooney & Sons. This is the largest estab- 
lishment of the kind in the world. On July 
12 the company posted a reduction in wages. 
In the currying shops the men would not 
agree to the new scale and walked out. The 
strikers will not allow any of the men to go 
to or from their work unmolested. This 
morning Henry Hight was assaulted and 
beaten so severely that he had to be carried 
home. He was told to stop work, but re- 
fused. The strikers then proceeded to en- 
force their commands. Hight drew a re- 
volver, but it was knocked from his hands 
and he was the target for twenty fists. 

An injunction was granted by the court 
today restraining the men from further in- 
terference. This the men laugh at. In the 
meantime the strikers are sending men 
home, paying their way out of the city. 
This evening the men who are at work were 
taken from the factory to the street cars 
with a police guard. Mooneys have posted a 
new schedule with liberal concessions, but 
none of the strikers will accept the terms.

ing coa: miners. He had been represented 
in interviews given out by operators to be 
ready to order out State troops as soon as 
the best interests of the mine owners would 
be furthered by such action. 

“I will not order the troops out unless it 
becomes absolutely necessary to preserve 
the peace,“ declared Governor Atkinson 
emphatically. ‘‘ My sympathy is with the 
men who demand living wages. I regard 
their cause a just one and their demands 
within reason. 

No one can tell how it will end, but I do 
not believe there will be any disorder in 
our State. Our miners have been paid the 
full scale and are not overzealous in the 
strike, although they may be persuaded to 
go out on strike to aid their brothers in 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, and other States.“ 

The Governor denied all responsibility for 
the action of some local officials in mining 
towns in preventing public meetings of the 
miners. He says he does not approve of 
such restriction on free speech. 

The local situation in regard to the strike 
was unchanged yeste 
ing scarcer and prices aPe advancing slowly. 
It is said the supply’ for Chicago will last 
two weeks under the present conditions. 

The uniformity plan, suggested by W. 
P. De Armit, was suggested by him two 
years ago. It generally deals with uni- 
formity in mining conditions, not only as 
regards wages, but also the prices of com- 
modities as far as they relate to stores 
operated by mine operators. é 

His plan, in brief, was to establish a uni- 
formity commission, pay wages in cash, 
and abolish all company stores. He then. 
agreed to pay the district price for mining 
coal and accept the conditions, provided 
N per cent of the trade accepted and lived 
up to the conditions. The committee of 
operators and miners that made the in- 
vestigation reported that the signatures of 
the necessary 97 per cent had been ob- 
tained. 

Mr. De Armit claimed that in reality but 
67 per cent had signed, and he did not pro- 
pose to pay the district price when 33 per. 
cent of the trade was not paying it.

DEBS’ TALK BREAKS THE BACKBONE 
OF THE CONTEST.

Price ot Coal Drops Twenty Cents at 


Pittsburg—De Armit and Little Re- 
turn from Their Trip; bat Show No 
Progress Toward Agreement on 
Uniformity — Ratchford Says the 
Debs Interview Was Not Genuine— 
Starts for the West Virginia Fields. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 21.—[Special.]—The 
price of mine run coal has fallen 20 cents 
per ton. Debs’ talk in the West Virginia 
situation did it. General John Little, Presi- 
dent of the Ohio Board of Arbitration, and 
W. P. De Armit, the Pittsburg coal operator, 
who formed themselves into a “Uniformity’”’ 
committee and visited the operators of the 
Bast, have returned to Pittsburg. They 
bring to the hungry miners no glad tidings. 
They return to Pittsburg unable to show the 
slightest tangible evidence that they have 
made an advance of one inch in the set- 
tlement of the difficulty. They saw many op- 
erators were received respectfully, and 
there was endless talk. De Armit and Lit- 


tle are now ready to talk. Meanwhile hun- 


ger is hastening toward the unfortunate 
miners with grim strides. 

Men of this city who are honest and yet 
Sympathize with the miners’ cause declare as 
the situation now stands the horizon fails 
to show the slightest ray of hope for the 
strikers. It is believed that a break will 
soon come in the Pennsylvania and Ohio 
districts. 

Hunger Begins to Be Felt. 

The men are becoming hungry and dis- 
heartened and the operators have shut off 
the company stores and the wail of famish- 
ing children is not far away. It has already 
been heard in some of the districts. An- 
other week and the cry will sound in thou- 
sands of homes. Then will come submis- 
sion, a mine will suddenly open up in full 
blast, there will be a rush to return to work, 
and the strike is over. : 

Those who understand the conditions can 
see no hope for the strikers, and unless 
hérculean efforts are made by the Federa- 
tion of Labor in West Virginia that State 
will be the rock which will shatter the strike. 
It is not believed that the Federation of 
Labor will inaugurate a strong campaign 
in West Virginia. Ratchford of the Mine 
Workers’ association cannot, because he has 
no money. 

Debs has seen the handwriting on the 
wall. He is too smart to be the leading fig- 
ure in two gigantic strike failures. 

De Armit’s uniformity scheme at the out- 
set was stamped as the ebullition of an 
“Artful Dodger.“ Today it is stamped as 
utterly impracticable, a cruel device for 
prolonging the trouble, and in the end an 
absolute farce. De Armit and Little trav- 
eled up and down the country, exhibited 
their mammoth roll of paper containing the 
alleged uniformity agreement, and after ali 
their palavering failed to secure a single 
signature or a promise of any. The op- 
erators blandly talked of ideal conditions, 
“really hoped” that something could be 
done for the miners, bid the committee good- 
by, and told them to come again. 

Little says of his trip: ‘* We met the lead- 
ing operators, but at their request agreed to 
keep the conversation an the subject confi- 
dential. I can say this, however, in a gen- 
eral way that our trip East was entirely sat- 
isfactory. The success of the uniformity 
movement now depends wholly on the action 
of the local operators. If they sign the 
agreement the difficulties can easily be ad- 
justed. This I believe will be done. T have 
no doubt that a satisfactory agreement can 
be reached if the operators get together.“ 

Continuing, Little said that he and Schmid 
oi Indiana would continue to labor cn the 
revised uniformity agreement. In the. 
meantime they would attempt to see some 
more operators. | 

There is no inherent difficulty in the uni- 
formity scheme,“ said Little. All we re- 
quire is time.“ 

Even if the 69-cent scale is agreed to by 
Pennsylvania and Ohio operators there re- 
mains West Virginia with its 40 cents a ton 
miners. Will the operators of other States 
ever agree to this? It seems hopeless to at- 
tempt uniformity when there is no basis of 
uniformity to start With. : 


- Te Keep Prices Up. : 
De Armit, probably the best posted man in 
coal matters in Pennsylvania, says there 


may be great truth in the story that certain 
operators are combining to prolong the 


strike in order to dispose of their stocks at 


fancy prices. 
I know of no reserve stocks,“ said De Ar- 


mit, unless it be in the big yards around 


Cincinnati and St. Louis. There may be a 
move toward getting rid of these accumula-: 
tions by making arrangements with Eastern 
dealers, but it would be a big job to perfect 
suchascheme. Most of our operators would 
not go in, as they have no stocks, and are 


1 ing heavily. My real opinion is that our 


operators would be only too glad t6 open up 
if they could. By entering into such a. 
scheme as suggested they might profit tem- 
porarily, but they would be losing their mar- 
ket to other operators. This is the thing to

Debs’ talk aroused Ratchford from his 
slumbers. He left Columbus for the West 
Virginia field in the first train. He is ac- 
companied by President Farms of the Ohio 
miners’ organization and President Knight 
of Indiana.

M. Some Arasuke Says His Country 
Wants Peace—Foreign Minister 
Takes a Different Tone.

Paris, July 21. -M. Sone Arasuke, the Jap- 
anese Minister here, today denied that the 
relations between his country and the United 
States were strained. He said. 

We decided after the Chinese-Japanese

TROUBLE OVER CARRIER PIGEON TEST 


German Officer Sends Birds from Dover 
to Dusseldort and Great Britain 
Is Excited. 


London, July 21.—There is intense ill-feel- 
ing here over the action of the German war 
officer in sending 2,000 carrier pigeons to 
Dover with the object of testing their capa- 
bilities of reaching Dusseldorf, Rhenish 
Prussia, about twenty miles north of Co- 
logne, on the right bank of the Rhine. The 
German official at Dover who liberated the 
birds heard of their arrival six hours after- 
wards.

SCANDALS IN THE PLAGUE REGION. 


European Officers Suspended for Mis- 
conduct at the Khana and 
Poona Camps.

London, July 21.—Apropos of the allega- 
tions concerning the treatment by British 
officials of plague subjects at Poona and 
elsewhere, which led to the killing by na- 
tives of Lieutenant Ayerst and the wound-

BRINGS NEWS FROM THE ORIENT. 


Details of the Attack on American 
Missionaries—Famine Continues | 
at Szechuan. 


Vancouver, B. C., July 21.—The Canadian 
Pacific steamship Empress ot india arrived 
from the Orient, having made a speedy 
passage. It brings the following advices: 

While returning home from. the annual 
meeting of the American mission at Ching 
Chou to H’Augchiachuang, the Rev. A. II. 
Smith and H. D. Porter, Mrs. Porter, and 
two children were attacked byamob. They 
were traveling by boat and had tied up for 
the night just outside the city. Rocks and 
other missiles were thrown at the party, but 
they kept the mob at bay by firing fifty shots 
into the air until soldiers arrived. The peo- 
ple accused the missionaries of kidnaping a 
child. 

Five missionary riots are reported to have 
occurred in Kiangai Province in as many 
weeks. The last riot, in which three 
churches were destroyed by a mob, occurred 
on June 11.

GENERAL WILSON SEES THE CANAL. 


Federal Representative Takes a Trip 
in Company of the Drainage 
Canal Trustees.

The first stop was made at Willow Springs, 
where the party left the train and walked 
to the bank of the canal. 

Proceeding the train went as far as Le- 
mont, where it was stopped on the bridge. 

From the windows of the car General Wil- 
son had a good view up and down the chan- 
nel. Mr. Cooley gave him an elaborate ex- 
planation of the manner in which the con- 
struction had been carried on through great 
obstacles. 

General Wilson asked some practical ques- 
tions here about the cost of cutting the 
channel through the solid rock. When they 
were answered by Trustee Eckhart the 
inquirer expressed surprise that the work 
could be done at such a low cost. 

The next stop the tram made was at Smith 
& Eastman’s siding. Here General Wilson 
was shown the immense pump constructed 
there. Its capacity, the General was told, is 
8,000 gallons a minute, and the pump lifts 
water to a height of thirty feet. 

From here the train went on to Lockport, 
where the controlling works are located.

Announce That They Will Make a 
Vigorous Campaign in Kentucky, 
Iowa, and Ohio—Best Financial Ora- 
tors Will Be Put on the Stump—De- 
clare They Will Show the Bryan- 
ites They Cannot Win in a Fight by 
Themselves, 


New York, July 21.—[ Special. I- The Na- 


tional Executive committee of the National 


Democratic party held a conference today 
in the office of Chairman William D. Bynum 
at 62 Williams street. Mr. Bynum, who was 
formerly of Indiana, but now resident of 
Brooklyn, presided, and the followinz mem- 
bers attended: C. J. Canda. proxy for John 


P. Frenzel of Indianapolis: William B. Hal- 


deman of Louisville, Ky., publisher of the 
Courler-Journal; George Foster Peabody. 
New York; F. W. McCutcheon of St. Paul: 
John C. Bullitt of Philadelphia; C. Vey Hol- 
man of Rockland, Me.; Major W. W. Screws, 
editor of the Montgomery [Ala.} Advertiser, 
proxy for Colonel J. M. Faulkner; and M. R. 
Spellman of New Oleans. Mr. Bynum was 
proxy for L. C. Krauthoff of Kansas City. 
It was decided to stand fast on the plat- 
form adopted by the party at the Indianapo- 
lis convention during the last campaign, at 
which Generals Palmer and Buckner were 
nominated. The organization will be kept 
up and its work pursued during the coming 
campaign. In Kentucky, Ohio, and Iowa, 
where Bryanism and the silver issue have 
been again put in the field; the organization 
will concentrate its efforts to show that the 
free silver Democrats cannot win without 
them. All the speakers who were on the 
stump for the organization in the last cam- 
paign will be sent out this year to continue 
the campaign of education. Sound money 
literature will also be distributed broadcas 
in all the counties where it is needed. 


Situation Existing in Ohio.

SUGAR FAILS TO BREAK AS EXPECTED 


Buying of Large Lots by Standard Oil 
Men Holds Up the Price 
-@f Stock. 


New York, July 21.—[Special.]—Sugar 

trading at the Stock Exchange today became 
very inactive. The expected break in the 
price has not materialized yet, largely due 
to the limited amount of floating stock avail- 
able for trading purposes. Quotations 
ranged between 1444 and 144% after the 
opening flurry. Sugar opened this morning 
at 144%, an advance of M from the closing 
price of last night. A slight reaction then 
followed, the stock selling down on the sec- 
ond quotation to 144, and then dropping to 
143%. 
The natural result of the recent rapid ad- 
vance in the stock should be a reaction. 
Traders are studying the situation and will 
play the market for a break on the first sign 
of weakness. Dow, Jones & Co., the Wall 
street financial news agents, sent out the 
following statement this morning: 

People in the sugar crowd say that the 

principal feature is the scarcity of the stock. 
The present owners of sugar stock are peo- 
ple who object to wide market fluctuations. 
The amount of floating sugar stock is said 
to be very much smaller than at any time 
previous. The only explanation seems to be 
that powerful interests have bought the 
stock and locked it up, probably with the 
knowledge and consent of so-called sugar 
nsiders.“ 
f Sugar stock later advanced to 145}, which 
is 1% points above the opening. It is known 
that several of the biggest of the Standard 
Oil magnates bought liberally of the sugar 
stock, and it was their purchases more than 
any other influence which kept the market 
up to the high point which it reached yes- 
terday. The men of the Standard Oil com- 
pany who have been buying the stock may 
probably turn over the control of the sugar 
trust to the company of which they are 
members. 

No one will admit, however, that there is 
any intention on the part of the oll people 
to take immediate active control of the trust. 
One of the officials of the Standard Oil com- 
pany made this statement today: 

Ahe situation is just this: Many members 
of the Standard Oil company have a consid- 
erable amount of idle capital and they are 
on the lookout constantly for favorable op- 
portunities of investment. We do not know 


anything about sugar, and if the Standard 


Oil company was compelled to take up the 
stock which its individual members have 
purchased it would be compelled to rely upon 
the present officers of the sugar trust for 
men to manage the gigantic business which 
it is doing. I do not believe that the Rock- 
efellers intend to take on any more business 
than they now have. Still, they may go into 


IDLE PRISONERS BECOME INSANE. 


Nineteen Convicts in the Kings County 
Penitentiary Lose Their Reason 
in Seven Months. 


ew York, July 21.—[{Special.]—Since the 

. labor law went into operation 
on Jan. 1 twenty prisoners in the Kings 
County Penftentiary have lost their reason. 

Madness began to assert itself witnout 
anything to attract public attention. It at- 
tacked the victims one at a time until last 
week, when nine conviets. under the dull 
torture of enforced idleness, went mad. 

Five of these unfortunate men were re- 
moved today from the penitentiary to the 
State asylum at Matteawan. The remain- 
ing four will probably be disposed of to- 
morrow. Three are federal prisoners and 
their destination is the asylum at Washing- 
ton. 
Madness in one case is laid at the door of 
mental torture, long sustained. In all the 
other cases enforced idleness—twenty hours 
of each day passed behind iron bars in trap- 
like cells—seems to give the explanation. 

The increase of lunacy as shown by fig- 
ures among the male convicts is alarming. 
The records of 1890 show one case of lunacy; 
in 1891, three: in 1892, one; and for the three 
following years a total of four. Then prison 
work fell off and for the first seven months 
of 1896, a period corresponding to the time 
during which the anti-convict labor law has 
been in operation, nineteen prisoners lost 
their reason.

A LESSON OF PATRIOTISM. 

The citizens of Chicago and their 
thousands of visitors will witness the com- 
pletion today of an event for which prepara- 
tions have been in progress for weeks past, 
and which, in its inception and execution, 
has attracted national attention. No more 
instructive lesson could be conveyed to the 
youth of America than that which will be 
furnished in the honor paid to the states- 
man, patriot, and soldier whose statue will 
heneforth stand on the Lake-Front Park 
as a token of the gratitude of a State which 
is proud to have claimed him as its citi- 
zen, and which will prove an incertive to 
patriotism for fature generations. 

Illinois has been fortunate in the charac- 
ter of its great.men—those whose services 
have been given to the nation in the course 
of the last generation. Lincoln, Grant, 
Logan—no State can present a nobler trini- 
ty of names within the same period. Hach 
was conspicuous in his department; the 
high-souled patriot rising from the ranks 
of the people to the executive chair and 
becoming the emancipator of a race; the 
cool-headed, indomitable leader of the vic- 
torious armies of the union, und the volun- 
teer soldier who, repressing his native am- 
bition, set an example to his comrades in 
arms of submission to discipline while he 


| showed them how to win victories. 


- John A. Logan was a conspicuously suc- | 
cessful politician, and in the councils of 
the nation rendered valuable service as a 
statesman. But it is not in this sense alone 


that honors will be paid to his memory to- 


day, but in the higher character of a 
patriot, as proved by his service in the 
field in the hour of the nation’s greatest 
peril, This is indicated by the anniversary 
chosen for today’s exercises, as also by 
the character of the statue erected in his 
honor.

IHE IMPROVEMENT OF THE RIVER. 

The inspection of the Chicago River by 
the Chief of Engineers has convinced him 
that the facilities for navigation afforded 
by it are far behind the times and that in neg- 
lecting its improvement so long Chicagoans 
have shown little of the foresight and en- 
terprise for which they are noted. Familiar 
with the rate of growth of the city in the 
past, General Wilson sees no reason why 
it should not become a second Londow 
within two decades. With sucha prospect 
in view the improvement of the river ought 
to keep pace with the progress of the city. 

The Chief of Engineers stated that dur- 
ing the twenty-five years of his connection 
with engineering work on the great lakes he 
has seen the navigable channels deepened 
from ten feet until the present depth has 
been attained, and that he believes the 
time will come when a depth of twenty-six 
feet will be needed. Any harbor which 
does not keep up with the procession will 
have to go out of business. 

According to Major Marshall boats 325 
feet length, 42 feet beam, and drawing 16 
feet of water can reach the elevators on the 
Chicago River. If there were a depth of 
twenty feet, the river not being improved 
otherwise, the carrying capacity of those 
boats would be increased from 35 to 50 per 
cent. Then those vessels, while charging 
lower rates per bushel to shippers, could 
earn more for their owners. 

But to adapt the Chicago River for the 
largest boats now navigating the lakes, 
which are 432 feet in length, 48 feet beam, 
and a draft ot 20 feet, will require, Major 
Marshall states— 


Not only removal of tunnels and strengthening 
of bulkheads or docks, but also the reconstruction 
and remodeling of bridges, the cutting away of 
* N property to straighten the river, and

This statement gives some idea of the 
kind of improvement which is needed and 
must be had. If it is not obtained com- 
merce will desert this harbor and go to 
others where the proper facilities can be 
found.

They should take a lesson from 
their Texas colleagues and get to work 
when Congress meets this winter. 


WHITE STILL FAILS TO EXPLAIN. 
Early this month Mr. Fred E. White, th 


free silver fusion candidate for Governor of 


Iowa, was interviewed by a correspondent 
of a Chicago paper. White talked to him 
with great frankness and did not hesitate 
to say that he was in favor of a partial re- 
pudiation of debts through the agency of 
cheap silver dollars. 

When White read in cold type this and 
some other statements made by him it oc- 
curred to him that they were too frank and 
quite impolitic, and would not strike the 
average Democratic politician as good cam- 


paigu issues calculated to catch votes. 80 


White did what other demagogues have 
done before him. He alleged that he had 
been misreported.“ 

He wrote a letter, not to the paper which 
he claimed had done him an injustice but 
to his principal Iowa organ, the Des Moines 
Leader. In that letter, which took him 


made several statements—which he un- 
doubtedly did make—but asserts that — 

I distinctly stated, as I have hundreds of times 
in public, that our money supply was inadequate; 
that money, as compared with other property, was 
too valuable, too dear. That this scarcity, result- 
ing in the dear dollar, was to be remedied by an 
increased supply through the free coinage of silver 
until the supply was adequate. I did not say we 
should continue to coin until the dollar was worth 
but 10 cents. This is a creation altogether his 
own. I said nothing about a 650-cent dollar or 
any other less than 100-cent dollar. He talked 
glibly of such fractional dollars, but I didn’t, I 
never do. I never recognize a dollar less than it- 
self, which is always 100 cents. - 

It will be seen that White does not deny 
he asserted that money,” the “ dollar“ 
the gold standard dollar—wuas too dear.” 
He reiterates that assertion. But he does 
not attempt to prove his case. It would 
have been useless for him to try to do so, as 
the facts are against him. | 

The wages of all the wage labor of the 
United States, consisting at this time of 
about sixteen million men and women— 
including about two and a half million hired 
farm hands—have been increasing in gold 
steadily ever since 1873, when the law un- 
der which silver dollars could have been 
coined on private account was repealed. 
Labor of all sorts and kinds is paid now in 
dollars or in grains of gold just about 
double what it was twenty-four years ago. 

This is a cold, hard fact. It is based 
‘on Official statistics the accuracy of which 
neither White nor any other free silverite 
has ever ventured to dispute. This fact 
knocks the bottom out of White's conten- 
tion., For it shows that the maintenance 
of the gold standard has not resulted ina 
dear dollar.“ 

Ie the dollar had been growing dearer the 
rate of wages would have been declining 
steudily during the last twenty-four years. 
The amount of gold paid now to labor would 
have been only one-half what it was in 
1874. On the contrary, the amount of gold 
paid to labor has increased from 8 to 4 
per cent a year during the period under con- 
sideration. 

White is not a young man. His own per- 
sonal experience has familiarized him with 
this fact of increasing gold wages. Why 
then does he make such an assertion as 
that quoted above? Because be is trying 
to humbug the people of Iowa. This is 
a dishonest, disreputable trick, and the 
Republican papers of Iowa should expose 
him. | 

Again. there is no scarcity of money. 
‘here is more 
than business at present needs. But water- 
ing this vast and abundant stock of good 
standard money by more than one-half 
would not make it any more pleatiful as 
measured by its power to buy and sell and 
do business. Has not White sense enough 
to see that a 46-cent free silver dollar 
is not as good for prosperity, thrift, wealth, 
wages, or progress as a 100-cent dollar 
of gold and silver and greenbacks? He 
does not try to explain how «nocking down 
the value of the present currency from 100- 
cent dollars to 46-cent dollars is going to 
make times more prosperous or money more 
plentiful. 

White also fails to explain why he thinks 
a46-cent dollar represents more money than 
a 100-cent dollar. Nor does he explain how 
the community will find money more plenti- 
ful when the value of 500 millions of silver 
dollars is knocked down to 46 cents apiece 
than it is now, when those silver dollars 
are képt at par with gold. How would his 
farm hands have“ more money if paid in 

16-cent dollars instead of 100-cent dollars? 
If White cannot explain why does not he 
call on the Democratic State Central com- 
mittee or on Bryan to help him to some 
kind of an answer? 

White alleges that “I said nothing about 


fa 50-cent dollar or any other less than a 


100-cent dollar. I never recognize a dollar 
less than itself, which is 100 cents.” This 
is an old Populistic quirk—a piece of rotten 
sophistry. 

From 1792 to the present time the govern- 
ment has had silver and gold dollars which 
have had exactly the same purchasing pow- 
er since 1873. Prior to that date they dif- 
fered only a cent or two in purchasing 
power. Each of those coins has always 
been subdivided into 100 parts called cents.

for any one who brings that much silver 
to the mint. Anybody in this country or 
any other can buy that weight of silver for 
46 cents in gold. Hence the intrinsie or 
purchasing power of that sort of “16 to1” 
free coined dollar is barely 46 cents in gold, 
and its cents are less than half cents in 
value in gold. And these are the kind of 
cents he wants to have adopted in this 
country. Then why does he quibble and 
pettifog and lie about the value of the 
cents he is for? The man is dishonest and 
writes himself down a rascal and a fraud. 

He had better try and explain in another 
interview how changing the present stand- 
ard of dollars from gold worth 100 ccuts 
to silver dollars worth 46 cents in gold is 
going to make money any plentier or easier 
to get for purchasing power value. What 
is it that constitutes the worth or value 
of money except its ability or power to 
buy labor and goods? How in the name 
of sense or reason can even two silver “ dol- 
lars,” worth 46 cents each, be as mach 
money as one gold standard dollar worth 
100 cents? Let him explain that little 
point or shut up. 

Perhaps the Des Moines Leader, which 


_is a free silver Bryan Democratic organ, 


can explain this for White, who is evidently 
unequal to the job. And perhaps that 
paper can answer logically the other inter- 
rogatories which Tun TrreuneE has put to 
White on this and on previous occasions. 
He has not ventured as yet to reply to 
any of them. 


A BAD SURPRISE FOR TOURISTS. 

There are many Americans abroad now 
who intended when they left here to buy 
and bring back with them clothing, dress 
goods, laces, gloves, and other foreign 
goods. All those articles they expected the 
New York custom-house officials would ad- 


mit duty free as wearing apparel, appro- 


priate for the use of such persons.” Other 
Americans who are now about leaving for 
Europe are looking forward to supplying 
themselves with foreign goods duty free. 


When these tourists land in this country | 


during the fall they will discover to their 
horror that the benevolent old law under 
which they were able to supply themselves 
and their families with foreign goods duty 
free has been repealed. The following 
heartless provision takes its place: 

In case of residents of the United States return- 
ing from abroad all wearing apparel and other 
personal effects taken by them out of the United 
States to foreign countries shall be admitted free 
of duty, without regard to their value, upon their 
identity being established under appropriate rules 
and regulations to be prescribed by the Secretary 
of the Treasury, but no more than $100 in value 
of articles purchased abroad by such residents of 
the United States shall be admitted free of duty 
upon their return. | 


On many of the articles with which the 
trunks of the returning tourists will be 
stuffed the duties will exceed 50 per cent. 


That means the owners will have to pay 


the government more than half as much 
as they paid the foreign dealers for them. 
This wil! come hard on those tourists who 
have used up all their cash in buying 
goods. 

The home-staying friends of all those 
Americans who are now shopping in Paris 
and London should notify them at once to 
stop purchasing, if they are doing so with 
any intention of saving money. For they 


will have to pay full duties on all they bring 


back with them over the value of $100. 
There are going to be many heartrending 
scenes at the New York custom-house this 
fall. Many homecomers will be ignorant 
of the now dispensation, and will curse the 
laws of their country when they learn what 
has happened. But the new law is just. 
It will give the government additional 
revenue and it will result in giving more 
employment to Americans. | 


EFFECT OF ALASKAN GOLD. 

If the Alaska gold mines are as rich as is 
claimed years will have to elapse and 
billions of gold to be produced before the ex- 
change value or purchasing power of that 
metal is affected noticeably, for it must not 
be forgotten that the stock of gold in the 
world for currency purposes amounts now 
to more than 4,000 millions of dollars. 

A use will be found for all the new gold 
that may be mined. The British govern- 
ment is very desirous of making gold the 
standard in India and converting the full 
legal tender silver money of that country 
into a limited subsidiary coinage, as in 
France, Germany, and the United States. 
This will certainly be done if the Alaska 
mines furnish the metal. To establish the 
gold standard in India will take from 500 
to 1,000 million dollars’ worth of gold to 
start with. 

Then it will not be long before China will 
begin to consider the advisability of a 
change of standard. The era of railroad 
building is just about beginning. The coal 
and iron mines of that country are being 
opened and manufactories established. The 
day of industrial improvement is at hand. 
China is about to imitate Japan and move 
forward. The “ promoters of Europe and 
America are urging her on and she is nearly 
ready to abandon her old conservative, pet- 
rified policy. 

Within twelve or twenty years after she 
starts out on her new career China will 
accumulate some gold by saving it up and 
will sell bonds to get more. When she 
has between 500 and 1,000 millions of 
that metal she, like India, will be able to 
establish the gold standard. Each of those 
countries will need for that purpose more 
gold than there is in the United States now. 

Russia and Austria would like to have 
double the amount of gold they have now. 
The United States needs 500 millions more. 
Then it would fei perfectly at ease regard- 
ing its currency and finances. Mexico and 
South America will want all'the gold they 
are able to get. 

In short, during the next fifteen or twenty 
years the world can absorb with ease 50 per 
cent more gold money than jt has now. 
The price of labor, as measured by gold, 
will gradually increase or advance through- 
out this country and Europe, just as it has 
done since 1873. And gold will appreciate, 
as tested by wages, in Asia, Africa, and 
Australia, but there will not be any mate- 
rial advance in the price of goods or com 
modities, because invention and cheaper 
methods of production, better automatic 

machinery, etc,, will produce more things 
for less hours of labor. But the world will 
get the benefit of these improvements of 
skill, science, and mechanism. There will, 
however, very probably be an advance in 
the price of real estate as well as in the 
wages of labor. There is always a boom in 
real estate when fresh gold comes out in 
large quantities. 

One hundred millions a year from the 
Alaska mines can be absorbed easily by the 
money uses of mankind, which will result 
in the one universal gold standard of money, 
with silver as subsidiary, to the extent of 
the public needs and requirements. 

How long the Alaska mines will hold out 
at flood tide remains to be seen. The free 


gold may not last long, and then it will be 


necessary to fall back on the slow process in

NO LAW FOR MURDER. | 
A recent judicial decision in Kentucky fair- 
ly illustrates the general indifference to the 
processes of law in some gases in that Stute. 
J. S. Harris of Lexington, Ky., deliberately 


shot and killed Thomas H. Merritt, a 


prominent politician of the same place, be- 
cause he found Merritt kissing Mrs. Harris. 


The aggrieved husband had been warned 


of the intimacy between the two, and from 
visits made by Merritt while his wife was 
sick was suspicious that their relations 
On the evening 
of the 9th of July he followed them into a 
park and saw them sitting upon a bench 
kissing each other. He stole up behind 
them, drew his pistol, and killed Merritt, 
Mrs. Harris escaping. Harris was ar- 


rested and brought to trial, but no regular 


trial was had. The prosecution made no 


‘attempt to submit evidence, as it would 


have been useless under the ruling of the 
court. The presiding Judge charged the 
jury that no murder was committed, al- 
though murder was premeditated, and 
Harris was promptly acquitted by the jury. 

The acquittal of this man in itself was 
not remarkable. It has always been diffi- 
cult for the prosecution to induce juries to 
convict a man charged with such an of- 
fense, however strong the evidence might 
be, but it is the first time that a court bas 
instructed a jury that crime of this kind 
is neither murder nor manslaughter under 
the law, and that a man under certain cir- 
cumstances is justified in administering 
justice, for the exercise of which courts 
have been established, with his own hands. 
Tun Tripune has no desire to excuse or 
palliate the original offense of Merritt, nor 
has it any sympathy for him, but it plainly 
recognizes, as every thoughtful person will, 
that this Kentucky court has laid down a 
most dangerous principle and set a prece- 
dent by which any man may slay with im- 
punity another of whom he, is jealous, 
whether his jealousy be warrantcd or uot. 
In this case the dead man cannot give his 
side of the matter, nor under the laws of 
Kentucky can the erring wife give her 
version. The manslayer had the whole 
field to himself as far as direct evidence is 
concerned. The decision of the court goes 
even farther than this. It is calculated to 
encourage and excuse mob violence. 

So far as the case of Harris is concerned 
the court set aside every contention of the 
commonwealth. It ruled that it was not 
necessary for Harris to warn his wife or 
Merritt or to demand that the attentions of 
the latter should cease; that he was not 
obligated in any way to seek relief by di- 
yorce proceedings; that the shooting was 
justifiable under the unwritten law, which 
in such cases suspends the written law, and 
hence the defendant must be discharged. 
“Upon individual temperament and the 
circumstances and conditions surrounding 
individual cases depends the election be- 
tween a civil proceeding on the part of the 
injured and criminal prosecution to follow 
on behalf of the commonwealth when the 
injured one avenges his other wrong,” says 
the court. Concluding his charge the 
Judge says: 7 

The declared law of this State contains nothing 
upon this question, and this court leans to the 
view that this absence arises from the fact that 
past lawmakers have realized that human laws 
may not regulate human nature; that they can- 
not control nature’s whirlwinds, and that the 
action of the man who avenges the destruction of 
his married life and his children’s dishonor is 
human nature, and that human nature will excuse 


the one who so avenges. 
The killing of man by man is always terrible, no 


matter for what reason, but there comes a time 
when the killing of man by man is only justice. 
In recognition of the unwritten law which ex- 
cuses the crime of those who act as the de- 
fendant has in this case, the defendant is dis- 

The Lexington Herald, commenting upon 
the ruling of the court, pertinently and 
properly says: | 

The Herald does not desire to state the testi- 
mony or to decide the merits of the case on the 
facts; it assumes that the testimony justified the 
Judge in believing illicit relations existed; that 
the husband was not to blame for the existence of 
those relations, and upon this assumption the 
Herald respectfully asserts that the law of Ken- 
tucky requires a trial by jury, and that a homi- 
cide committed under such circumstances is 
manslaughter, if not murder, and that the courts 
ought to stand by the law. and if juries acquit 
urtder such circumstances the courts cannot pre- 
vent it, but they can declare what the law is. 


This is a correct view of the case. The 
Kentucky Judge has opened wide the doors 
of danger by his decision. It offers a pre- 
mium to every jealous man, no matter how 
insanely jealous he may be, to go abroad and 
kill with impunity. When this Judge says 
that the killing of man by man is always 
terrible, no matter for what reason, but 
there comes a time when the killing of man 
by man is only justice,” he offers a premium 
to mobs and lynchers to take the law into 
their own hands, telling them in so many 
words that human laws may not regulate 
human nature,” though that is the only 
province of law, human or divine. If human 
nature were what it should be there would 
be no need of any laws. The only safe 
policy is to stand by the law and to demand 
that the law shall not be violated by any 
one under any circumstances. Human 
freedom and the rights of citizens rest upon 
this policy. It is where law is disregarded 
that violence always occurs. It is be- 
cause of the inoperation of law that so 
much mob violence occurs in the South. 
If the ruling laid down by this Kentucky 
Judge is accepted, there will be little hope 
for law or justice in that State.

. Minister Preaches on the Necessity of 


Watchfuiness Against Moral Periis 
of the Summer Season. 


Watchfulness the duty of the Christian 
was the theme of Dr. Benjamin F. De Costa 
at the Church of St. John the Evangelist, in 
New York, last Sunday. He took his text 
from Proverbs X., 5: He that gathereth 
in summer is a wise son.“ . 

Special duties arise out of special condi- 
tions,“ said he, and the conditions of sum- 
mer are different from those of the other 
Heat and cold produce 
different conditions, physical, mental, and 
moral. To deny that heat and cold affect 
us morally is silly. Morality is unfortunate- 
ly one thing at the pole and quite another 
at the equator, 


It is the duty of the Christian to watch 
and warn against the special moral dangers 


of the hot weather. It would be fortunate 
if the summer’s dangers were confined to 
the body. But they threaten the soul. Men 
and women take liberites with the moral law 
during the summer that they would not 
think of doing in winter. Some people go 
off to the seashore, and there present them- 
selves in such curious fashions that one 
daily newspaper has sent a staff of preach- 
ers down to the shore to take note of them 
and give their opinion. | 

Men consider themselves as absolved 
from the duty of attending church and seem 
to think their first duty is to have a good 
time. 

The Christian's special duty now is 
watchfulness. The temptations of the hot 
weather are so great that even the church- 
goers are apt to forget the day after they 
leave church on Sunday. They rush off to 
spend the day in pleasure and forget in the 
week the lessons they have been told. In 
fact, it sometimes seems useless to preach 
at all. 

“The temptations of this season are 
strong. ‘Take the clear summer evening, 
with its beautiful sky and silvery moon. 
The mass of the people rush away from their 
homes to spend it in the low theater, the 
roof garden, or the cheap and vulgar resorts 
down by the sea, with their atmosphere of 
profanity, tobacco, and beer. They remain 
till midnight, and in frequent cases the ris- 
ing sun comes to remind one that the days 
of innocence and virtue are forever lost. 

O, the orgies, the dark descents and 
falls of these beautiful summer nights! 
You know how loose the ties of society are, 
how families are broken up at this season. 
Parents forget the restraints they throw 


around their sons and daughters at other 


seasons of the year, and allow them to go 
away by themselves to meet with tempta- 
tion.

Under 
no circumstances would they be permitted 
to sell tickets or solicit chances in any 
scheme which would result from holding the 
fair. There was no objection on the part 
of the department to members of letter car- 
riers’ families selling tickets or soliciting 
contributions for such an enterprise, but the 
letter carriers themselves must not be per- 
sonally identified in manner, shape, or — 
with the disposition of tickets or chances 
raffles or other schemes. . 


One of the most seasonable and attractive 
turnouts seen in Pennsylvania avenue these 
summer days is owned and usually occupied 
by Representative Hitt of Illinois. It is a 
tan-colored surrey, upholstered in leather 
of the same color, and a mettlesome team of 
thoroughbreds, one black, and the other 
gray, attract the attention of all who see 
them. Usually Mr. Hitt is alone on his way 
to the Capitol, and generally he has a bundle 
of letters which he goes through while riding 
down Pennsylvania avenue. A light livery 
with a red cord trimming, brown straw hat 
and russet shoes to match, is worn by the 
coachman, and altogether it is the smartest 
and most attractive looking outfit of any 
to be witnessed in the daily procession along 
Pennsylvania avenue. 


It is understood from an authoritative 
source that the President will not make any 
more diplomatic appointments until after 
the adjournment of Congress, unless there 
should be a vacancy caused by death or 
resignation. There may be a few consular 
appointments sent to the Capitol during this 
week or as long as the Senate is in session, 
but there is an inclination to shut down on 
this class of appointments for a while at 
least. There are in the neighborhood of 
550 consular places to be distributed among 
357 Congressmen, representing as many dis- 
tricts of this country. It has been sug- 
gestedsto the President that it would be a 
good plan to give every Republican member 
of Congress at least one consular appoint- 
ment, and thus satisfy the demand for these 
places from all parts of the country. 


TARIFF REPORT DEBATE IN THE SENATE 


| Opponents of the Measure Attack the 
Action of the Conferees Respect- 
ing Pulp Woed and Paper. 


Washington, D. C., July 21.—It is probable 
that a vote will be taken in the Senate on the 
conference report on the tariff bill Friday. 
No agreement has been reached, but a pri- 
vate understanding to that effect seems to 
have been arrived at. 

The tariff conference report was taken up 
in the Senate today after routine business 
was disposed of, and formal reading of the 
report proceeded. During the early hours the 
discussion was purely formal, most of the 
time being given to identifying the num- 
bered amendments with the text of the Sen- 
ate bill, 

The first contest arose over amendment 
650, relating to printing paper. The confer- 
— — reported a retaliatory proviso as fol- 
ows: 

That if any country or dependency shall 
impose an export duty upon pulp wood ex- 
ported to the United States, there shall be 
imposed upon printing paper when imported 
from such country or dependency an addi- 
tional duty of one-tenth of one cent per 
pound for each dollar of export duty per 
cord so imposed, and proportionately for 
fractions of a dollar of such export duty.“ 

Senators Vest, Jones, and Teller vigorous- 
ly protested against this amendment, saying 
it was a new provision, not acted on by the 
Senate or House, and beyond the power of 
the conference committee. Mr. Teller char- 
acterized it as an outrage, as the committee 
acted arbitrarily and came before the Sen- 
ate saying in effect: What are you going 
to do about it?’ ‘ 

Mr. Jones finally made a direct issue 
against the conference committee, making 
a point of order against the retaliatory 
clause on the ground of its being new mat- 
ter. He said he would ask for a ruling from 
the chair on the regularity of the conference 
action. 

Mr. Chandler referred to the broad latt- 
tude given conference committees in the 
practice of both Houses of Congress. He 
raised a laugh by telling Mr. Jones that he 
had “‘ swallowed two tribes of Indians on 
a conference report on one of the Indian ap- 
propriation bills. , 

Mr. Aldrich, one of the conferees, defended 
the retaliatory clause, saying it was strictly 
within the rights of the conferees, as the 
general subject was in difference between 
the Senate and House. The conference re- 
port must be accepted or rejected az a whole, 
said Mr. Aldrich, and the main question 
could not be diverted by appeals for a ruling 
from the chair. 

Mr. White referred to the secret sessions 
of the Republican conferees, and ironically 
read Mr. Chandler's remarks on the Wilson 
bill, wherein the New Hampshire Senator 
declared that the bill had been brought 
forth in the dark and should be blasted by 
legislative lightning. 

Mr. Morgan argued that the committee 
had exceeded its powers, and that it could 
not arrogate to itself the right to originate 
amendments. He attended to the partisan- 
ship of the bill. The man who would lift the 
tariff out of politics, he said, would be an- 
other Thomas Jefferson and a benefactor te 
his country. The present bill was framed 
on purely partisan lines, declared Mr. Mor- 
gan, and was designed to give benefits to 
party favorites. . 

Mr. Morgan referred to the reports that 
the splendid and ponderous Speaker of 
the House of Representatives had secured 
a House victory on the sugar schedule. The 
Senator thought there must be some mistake 
about the Speaker’s success, for“ notwith- 
standing his ponderosity the harder he sits 
down on a thing the higher it rises; not with- 
standing his sitting down on the sugar 
schedule up go the prices. If he can’t work 
the safety valve better than that he had bet- 
ter retire from polities.“ 

Vice President Hobart then announced his 
decision on the point of order, holding that 
it was not well taken. It was not, he said, 


_ for the chair to determine whether the mat- 


ter in a conferénce report was new, or was 
relevant. All such questions were for the 
Senate itself, on the question of accepting 
or rejecting the report. 

When the amendment relating to hides 
was reached Allen asked why the conferees 
had provided a drawback of duty on leather 
exported, made from imported hides. 

Mr. Aldrich explained that the House had 
insisted on the provise, and he felt that the 


drawback was payable under the law with- 


out reference to this provision. He thought 
about $500,000 to §750,000 of revenue would 
be obtained from the duty on hides, and 
probably about half of this amount would be 
paid in drawbacks. 

The conference amendment omitting from 
the free list scientific books and périodicals 
brought out a sarcastic speech from Mr. 
Vest. The derided Democracy had in the 
Wilson bill placed paintings, statuary, and 
scientific books on the free list, thus con- 
ferring a benefit on all our people by inviting 
to this country the best productions of art 
and science. Now, however, the G. O. P., 
the party of culture, refinement, 
progress, took the backward track, and at- 
tempted to exclude these articles. 

The reciprocity amendment occasioned 
lengthy debate. Mr. Teller inquired why the 
President had been restricted to two years 
in making reciprocity treaties. 

Mr. Allison explained that it was desired 
to have our commercial relations definitely 
established within a reasonable time. It 
was believed this could be accomplished 
within two years. 

The conference amendment striking out 
the Senate provision for a stamp tax on 
bonds and stocks also led to discussion. In 
answer to inquiries Mr. Allison said the 
point had been raised that an excise tax 
must be levied on a class of articles as a 
whole, while the Senate amendment ex- 
pressly accepted bonds of building associa- 
tions- and other classes of bonds. This ob- 
jection was felt to be well taken, and the 
bond provision was abandoned. 

Mr. Morgan asserted that there were 
many reasons beyond the one assigned for 
the abandonment of the bond tax. The main 
influence was the favoritism shown to cap- 
ital. It was this favoritism which was mak- 
ing converts to the Populist party. 

Another influence was the sugar trust, 
which had been instrumental in having the 
bond tax abandoned, as it would affect the 
tremendous stock transfers of the trust. 

The formal reading of the conference re- 
port was completed at 5:30 o clock, and the 
Senate at once went into executive session, 
adjourning soon after. 


CURRENT NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


Flour Rates from Minneapolis to New 
York Reduced Two and One-Half 
Cents Until Sept. 1. 


Flour rates between Minneapolis and New : 


York have been in a demoralized condition 
for some time and rate cutting has been 
secretly indulged in by practically all lines. 

A meeting was held in Saginaw yesterday 
which was attended by the executive officers 
of nine of the initial lines out of St. Paul 
and Minneapolis. The meeting had been 
called at the request of four of the northern 
lines which do a Duluth business connecting 
with lake steamers for Buffalo. These lines 
had grown tired of having their business 
taken away, and they have requested a con- 
ference of executive officers to check, if pos- 
sible, the cutting of rates. 

After a full discussion of the matter it was 

decided to reduce the rates from Minneapolis 
to New York from 22% cents a barrel to 20 
cents a barrel, this rate to remain in effect 
through the month of August. On Sept. 1 
the rate is to be restored to 22% cents, and 
officials of all lines represented at the meet- 
ing pledge themselves to see that the rates 
were not subject to further demoralization 
by their own men. 

The Illinois Central has put in effect a 
rate of 55 cents a barrel on flour from Min- 
neapolis to New Orleans. The reduction is 
from 60 cents, the rate which has ruled pre- 
vious to this reduction. The new rate of 55 
cents a barrel applies only on car lots for 
through shipment. 


President Bacon to Resign. 
President E. R. Bacon of the Baltimore 
and Ohio, it is claimed, will resign his posi- 
tion. According to a story in circulation 
yesterday Oscar G. Murray, who at present 
is one of the receivers for the system, will 
succeed to the Presidency.

FRESIDENCY OF THE LAKE SHORE 
ROAD AGAIN VACANT. 


Long and Successful Career In Closed 
+ Began Life as a Clerk in a Ratlroad 
Office and Ended It as the Head of 

a Great System—For Many Years 
Connected with the Pennsylvania 
Lines—Tribute of Chicago Railway 


Cleveland, O., July 22.—[Special.]—bD. W. 
Caldwell, President of the Lake Shore road, 
died early this afternoon at his residence on 
Lake avenue. came after a week's 
sickness. 

There were present at the deathbed one 
or two business associates and the servants 
of the deceased. Mr. Caldwell was a bach- 
elor, his nearest living relatives being three 
nieces and one nephew. The funeral] will 
be held Friday afternoon at the late resi- 
dence, and Saturday morning the remains 
will be taken to Painesville for interment. 

A week ago an attack of rheumatic gout 
compelled him to remain at home. Sunday 
he caught cold and neuralgia set in. He 
sank into unconscl ess and never ral- 
lied. 

Mr. Caldwell was born in Massachusetts. 
In 1852 he began work as a clerk in the em- 


next year he joined the engineering corps, 


and two years later became superintendent 


of the Pittsburg and Connellsville road. 
In 1869 he was made superintendent of the 
Central Ohio road, where he remained for 
ten years. His next step in advance was 
the superintendency of the Columbus, Chi- 
cago and Indiana Central road, which posi- 
tion he filled until 1874, when he was pro- 
moted to the general management of the 
Pittsburg, Cincinnati and St. Louis, Little 
Miami, Cincinnati, Muskingum Valley, Jef- 
fersonville, Madison and Indianapolis, Van- 
dalia and other roads, all of which were con- 
trolled by the Pennsylvania company. In 
1881 his title was changed to that of genera] 
manager of all the Pennsylvania lines west 
of Pittsburg. 

In 1882 Mr. Caldwell became Vice Presi- 
dent of the Nickel-Plate road, and March 
28, 1885, he was made receiver of the road. 
Two years later, when the company was re- 
organized, Mr. Caldwell was made Presi- 
dent. He held this important position with 
great credit until he was called to succeed 
the late John Newell as the head of the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern road, 

During his connection with the Lake 
Shore Mr. Caldwell endeared himself to his 
fellow-workers and won their confidence. 

By education and natural taste he was in 
close touch with the operating department 
of the railroad, but his connection with the 
Nickel-Plate and Lake Shore has shown that 
his financial and administrative talents 
were of the highest. 

The title of General by which Mr. Caldwell 
was familiarly known was purely honorary,

DEATH OF ANTHONY J. MUNDELLA. 


Prominent British Statesman and 
Philanthropist Expires from 
Paralysis. 


London, July 21.—The Rt. Hon. Anthony 
J. Mundella, M. P. for the Brightside Di- 
vision of Sheffield, and twice President of 
the Board of Trade, with a seat in the Cab- 
inet, died today of paralysis. He was strick- 
en on Tuesday of last week. 


Anthony John Mundella was born in 1825. 
He was eleected a member of Parliament in 
1868 and served consecutively up to the 
time of his death. He was Vice President 
of the Committee of the Council on Educa- 
tion from 1880 to 1885. He served two terms 
as President of the London Board of Trade, 
in 1886 and again from 1892 to 1894. He 
originated and established the first Board 
of ‘Conciliation and Arbitration in the Unit- 
ed Kingdom at Nottingham in 1839, and 
also established the labor department of 
the Board of Trade; also the Board of Trade 
Journal and the Labor Gazette. He was 
President of the British and Foreign School 
society, National Education association, and 
the Association of Technical Institutes, and 
was a member of several royal commissions 
on labor, education of the blind, and poor 
law. schools. He was greatly interested in 
economics and published many addresses. 
He delighted in travel and in the fine arts.

FLUCTUATIONS IN WHEAT ARE MUCH 
| WIDER THAN USUAL. 


Local Market Gets Away from the 
Cash Demand—Some Uneasiness Re- 


garding Excess of Rain in the 
Northwest—No Local Engagements 
of Round Lots of Wheat—Provisions 
Do Not Sympathize with Wheat— 
Corn Easy on Country Movement. 


Wheat was not exactly a runaway market 
yesterday,buta number of scalpers who have 
been feeling for top for the last few days 
would willingly testify after their experi- 
ence of yesterday that it could be almost 
described as such. September wheat, after 
a break on the early morning curb, sold as 
low as 71%c. In the closing rally of the 
day it sold at 74%c, a range of even 3c being 
covered. The consideration on the early 
break was the action of the Liverpool mar- 
ket. Early cables did not reflect an advance 
fully sympathizing with the improvement 
on this side, and this apparent hesitancy 
was taken as the signal for liberal sell- 
ing. The opening Board of Trade cable 
quoted spot wheat steady at a decline of 44d, 
with futures steady at d advance. A sen- 
sational break of 1%d in the September 
future was one of the incidents of the day, 
but the loss was fully recovered before the 
close. Spot wheat closed at the last price 
of Tuesday, July was.unchanged, and De- 
cember was up %c. There was quite a gen- 
eral feeling on Tuesday night that the mar- 
ket had gone too rapidly and was some- 
what toppy.““ It was much the same as 
the feeling at the close last night. 

There are plenty of scalpers who are bear- 
ish on, the sharp advances, but they are not 
advising sales so unhesitatingly as they did 
three or four days ago. There is more dis- 
position to wait until the July deal with all 
its possible manipulations is out of

It 
was intimated, too, that Congdon had some 
of this business, which is unquestionably 
attracting more attention than any other 
done on the floor. There is no evidence of 
much increase in general public interest. 
After what proved to be a false start there 
was practically no reaction until the market 
reached the vicinity of calls. There were 
two or three little setbacks, but on a late 
rally the market got up above the highest 
priced privileges. Above 74c the offerings of 
wheat seemed to disappear. There was but 
little news of any significance. Early in the 
day the reports of excessive rains in the 
Northwest and the prospect of rust damage 
in the Dakotas had some bearing on prices. 
Later dispatches were not, however, entirely 
confirmatory of the early damage stories. 
Canadian crop news was bearish. There 
was considerable conflict regarding the va- 
rious announcements which are making sen- 


timent, and it is usual on an excited upward 


market bull news does not lose anything by 
transmission, The New York dispatches re- 
garding acceptances of wheat conflicted, 
but the best information to be had here was 
to the effect that the new engagements had 
been small. Some of the local shippers said 
they were not able to work wheat on bids 
sent out based on the closing prices of Tues- 
day. There was some business worked at 
Baltimore, but apparently the market got 
away from the cash trade. The big business 
in hard winter wheat to arrive which was 
done: Tuesday was not continued yesterday. 
It was considered peculiar that a business 
advertised at 700,000 to 800,000 bu could be 
done one day, and that nothing whatever 
should be done the next. The basis on 
which the No. 2 hard wheat is being worked 
is suid to be % over September price f. o. b. 
Another of the local flour mills was shut 
down oh account of the disparity between 
conditions in the wheat and conditions in the 
flour market. 

Clearances were moderate at 277,000 bu, 
with primary receipts of 498,000 bu. Local 
receipts were 83 cars, against 20,000 bu in- 
spected out of store. The demand for the 
new wheat arriving on track is good. 
Northwestern receipts were 28 cars, against 
184 a week ago and 490 a year ago. 

Provisions proved to be more of a scalpers’ 
market than for some little time back. The 
feeling early was strong on continued smail 
receipts and an excellent cash demand. Lo- 
cal arrivals were 26,000, with prices of live 
hogs Sc to 10c higher. Receipts at the seven 
principal markets were 4,000 more than a 
year ago. The market sympathized with 
corn rather than with wheat, and closed 
with a net decline of 7c on lard and 5c on 
ribs. Pork was relatively stronger than 
anything else on the list, closing at a decline 
of only 2c. : 

Corn struck its own gait, and it was a 
slow one. While no advances were made; 
practically all the options held their ground. 


| To a large extent it was a weather mar- 


ket, with such tremendous quantities of 
corn in sight as to leave a bull not a leg to 
stand on in an argumentative way. Rains 
were reported in Dakota, Minnesota, Michi- 
gan, Iowa, Missouri, and Illinois. Offerings 
west of the Missouri were said to be enor- 
mous, about 1,500,000 bu being accepted here. 
The big houses all bought heavily by sample 
to arrive and sold options against the corn 
expected later. This kept prices down, for 
the sellers dominated the market. The 
range was rather wider than usual, being . 
At primary points receipts were 662,400 bu 
and shipments 733,800 bu. Eastern clear- 
ances aggregated 848,300 bu. Sample corn 
was in good demand with no special change 
in price. Sales on track and free on board 
were: No. 4, ; No. 2 yellow, 26.8 
270: No. 2 white, 27c.

Large Scale—Facts as to Linseed

Drug houses are not complaining at the 
State of trade. They say the most encour- 
aging feature of the business situation is 
the small amount of the average indebted- 
ness of country merchants and a corre- 
sponding promptness with which engage- 
ments are met. Orders are small and fre- 
quent, which is construed as one of the 
best indications of healthful commercial 
conditions. | 

There is a general feeling in the trade 
that chemicals will advance. Two reasons 
are given for this. First—An increased 
duty, which is in itself a protection, and sec- 
ond, on account of the increased consump- 
tion of the heavier chemicals by reason of 
the protection afforded manufacturers. The 
protection of bleaching powder is looked on 
as the opening wedge toward the estab- 
lishment of permanent chemical plants of 
large dimensions in this country.

NE of the clearest 
philosophical think- 
ers in America is

versity. The lucid-

Borden P. Bowne. edge” (Harper), 


Banity of mind is his characteristic. He 
can think as deeply on philosophical and 
. metaphysical subjects as any German, and 
then can tell what he thinks in good English. 

Nothing fs nearer to us than thought, and 
yet nothing is harder to grasp. When 
thought undertakes to account for itself 
and verify itself, it is like eyeball looking on 
eyeball. How can we be sure that what is 
called knowledge is not after all an illusion— 
a kind of subjective seems-so? Language, 
which is such a help to the mind, may also be 
a hindrance. Words often mislead into 
sheer absurdities. It is incredible, says Pro- 
fessor Bowne, how much of what is said or 
written is pompous nothingness. 

The extreme importance of this matter 
finds illustration in the speculations going 
on over various aspects of the social problem 
of the time. . Debs, for instance, takes 
himself seriously for a philosopher, in the 
realm of thought a prophet and leader of 
men. What is it that ails his mental process- 
es and makes him apt to be so absurd in his 
conclusions? Obviously it is a grave re- 
sponsibility which belongs to our schools 
and colleges, the press and other leading 
agencies in the popular education in teaching 
people to “see clear and think straight.” 
As an aid to this end this book by Professor 
Bowne in clearing up the true theory of 
thought and belief is a distinct and Valuable 
contribution. We quote a single remark: 
Ot course, the dogmatist is likely long to be 
with us, and magazine science, with! its clear 
knesledge of the infinities and the eternities, will 
abound. The skeptic, on the other hand, will per- 
ennially assure us that he has succeeded in de- 
Stroying knowledge. Meanwhile life will go on 
its way. and the wise man, like Candide, will con- 
tinue to cultivate his garden. As Pascal has it, 


criticism confounds the dogmatists, and nature 
is too strong for the skeptics. 


Lectures on Ecclesiastical 3 History ” 
(Whittaker) is a book of history in the form 
chiefly of biography or character studies, the

gree representative of their time; such men 
as ignatius and Polycarp, Justin Martyr, 
Ireneus, Chrysostom, Tertullian, Clement, 
Origen, Eusebius, Athanasius, Ambrose, Je- 
rome, and Augustine.

In 
the matter of the protective tariff he leans 
toward free trade. He appears to ignore the 
great point made by Mr. Blaine, the uses of 
the tariff for the due protection of American 
labor against competition with grossly un- 
derpaid labor in foreign countries and the 
consequent debasement of the living wage. 
As to the various theories of governmental 
functions Professor Bullock’s views are 
temperate and well considered. A very use- 
ful feature of the book is the index of the 
literature of the subject afforded to each 
chapter, and the yet larger bibliographical 
index at the close of the volume.

IN the low-ceiled living-room of a small thatch-roofed cottage standing on the bor- 
* der of a Suffolk heath a woman sat alone by the side of a wood fire, which gave out 
the only light that relieved the gathering gloom of a winter’s night. The occa- 
sional gleams that lit up the walls when an unburnt branch fell amidst the ruddy 
embers revealed that the room was sparsely furnished with cheap new chairs and a 
table such as would be within the means of purchase of a laboring man who found 
regular employment in the farmyard and the fields. Their newness was painfully ob- 
vious; it was plain that every article in the room had but lately shed the rough straw 
wrappings of the dealer’s store. The figured oilcloth on the table was so shiny that 
it reflected the firelight; the chairs had an angularity that suggested the impossibility

‘The incongruity of taste displayed in the furnishing of the room was emphasized 
by the presence there of the woman herself.

The gries won't stray far from the camp tonight,“ she muttered to herself, as the 
wind rattled the window frame, and an air eddy, which found its way beneath the door, 


scattered some of the sand that was sprinkled on the floor. ae 
She was thinking of the life she had abandoned, 


of the time when, with the 


Romany folk of her tribe, she had encamped on the heath under the shade of the very 
firs which were now spreading their dusky boughs seaward before the storm. Some of 
the gypsies were camped there that night, but none of them had come to see her; 
they looked upon her as an outcast, unwort hy of intercourse with her tribe. Only 
Reuben Lee—‘*‘ Watcher Lee,“ as the keepers called him—had had a word to say to her.
